Ramon 
Villa 
lobosconvicted murderer of Deputy 
Sheriff 
Phineas 
Brown 
of 
Pinal 
county died on the gallows 
at the 
State 
prison 
at Florence 
Friday 
December 10th 
Although he refused to eat dur 
ing the day and 
declined 
to don a 
new suit 
of clothes presented 
by 
friends in town 
he was 
apparently 
not affected in the slightest degree 
by the fact that he 
was going 
to 
meet his fate 
He 
walked steadily and without 
assistance to the platform 
climbing 
the steel stairway with a firm tread 
Bound 
hand 
and 
foot 
he 
spoke 
briefly from the trap 
repeating his 
profession 
of innocence 
and 
then 
submitted 
to the attention of the 
guards 
who adjusted the noose and 
the black cap 
He wore a boquet 
given 
him py 
a guard 
His farewell to Warden Sims and 
the guards carried 
a touch 
of his 
Latin 
character 
with 
it 
Besides 
shaking 
hands with each 
he 
em- 
braced 


¬ 
those who superintended his 
death 
holding each 
in his arms for 
a moment 
Not a muscle of 
his 
face- - twitched 
hia eyes were clear 
and steady 
Father 
Peter 
Heriz a priest of 
the 
Catholic Chruch 
at 
Florences 
prepared Villalobos for death 
He 
was with the condemned 
man when 
he awoke in the morning conferred 
with him again at 1100 oclock and 
preceded him 
in the death march 
from 
the 
condemned 
cell 
to the 
death chamber 
Father Heriz says 
he is convinced 
Villalobos was not 
guilty 
This faith is shared by two 
officers 
of 
Pinal 
county 
according 
to Warden Sims 
At the last moment attorneys for 
Villalobos served Warden Sims with 
a notice raising a question as to the 
legality 
of 
the execution without 
the attorney general being present 
Assistant 
Attorney General 
George 
Harben 
who was present as the ac ¬ 
credited representative of the office 
of the attorney 
general gave the 
warden a written assurance that it 
was not necessary for 
Mr Jones to 
be present in this case 
At 245 p m 
Warden Sims called 
the guards who were 
to officiate at 
the death 
into the administrative 
building 
There was a short 
con- 
ference

and then preparations 
for 
the execution proceeded with 
rapid- 
ity

Before the 
march to the death chamber started 
Villalobos 
said 
Adios 
to 
those 
about him and embraced his friends

and was bound 
He said 
I am about 
to die 
I am 
inno- 
cent

He spoke in Spanish 
and without 
a quiver in his voice 
The 
trap 
was 
sprung 
at 
315 
oclock and fourteen 
minutes later 
the connemned 
man was pronounced 
dead 
The 
body 
of the murderer was 
given to friends in Florence 
The 
funeral took place Saturday 
Villalobos was twenty eight years 
of age 
He was 
a native 
of the 
State of Jalisco Mexico but he had 
lived 
in Arizona 
si ace 
the age of 
sixteen 
The 
crime for which 
Villalobos 
paid the penalty wa3 committed on 
August 19th of last year near Ray 
The day 
before a horse had 
been 
stolen 
from 
Ray 
by a half breed 
Pete Smith 
and Constable 
Phineas 
Brown 
started 
in 
pursuit of the 
thief 
who was a member of a party 
of four Mexicans 
The officer was 
ambushed and 
shot and with 
him 
was killed a boy 
William 
Landry 
Subsequently 
two more young men 
were killed 
by the outlaws Frank 
Bacon and Earl Miller 
The hunt was begun and 
contin- 
ued

until Pete Smith had been killed 
one of the outlaws named 
Ubaldo 
Amaya 
and an 
unknown 
Mexican 
The remaining 
member of the out ¬ 
laws 
was 
supposed 
to 
be Antonio 
Lopez 
He was later captured and

to be UamonJWIIalobos

Campbell 
pleaded 
guilty 
and was fined 
1000 
The traveling 
gents 
who 
gave 
their 
names 
as 
Joseph Smith and 
Herbert 
Trutty 
pleaded not guilty and 
on account 
of insufficient 
evidence 
they 
were 
released from custody 
From the evidence given 
in the 
justice court 
there was 
no doubt 
but that somebody 
was guilty 
of 
bootlegging 
A complaint was made 
against 
Campbell 
for 
bootlegging 
and he was tried on 
the 
charge in 
the Justice Court Wednesday 
morn 
ing 
Campbells 
testimony 
impli ¬ 
cated the traveling gents and as the 
officers could 
not furnish 
evidence 
enough to convict Campbell 
he was 
acquitted 
In the meantime while the county 
attorney and the sheriff were con ¬ 
sulting in the matter 
the two trav ¬ 
elers who brought 
the whiskey into 
town --Monday 
carrying the juice in 
two small 
shoe boxes 
having dis ¬ 
posed 
of 
nearly 
all 
their 
stock 
quickly left town without notifying 
anyone where they were going so 
that the sheriff was unable to appre ¬
